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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 14, 
2008 has been entered. 

The addition of new claim limitations to instant claims 1, 14, 15, 25 and 31 has 
necessitated the following restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, 11-14, 16-18, 21-24 are drawn to a method of locally treating 
pathogen disordered tissue caused by at least one of a virus, bacteria or a 
fungus, comprising treatment with an organohalide composition that is 
substantially free of menthol, thymol, eucalyptol eugenol, camphor 
hexetine and anethol, classified in class 514, subclass 643. 

II. Claims 10 and 19, drawn to a method of locally treating pathogen 
disordered tissue caused by at least one of a virus, bacteria or a fungus, 
comprising treatment with an organohalide composition that is 
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substantially free of menthol, thymol, eucalyptol eugenol, camphor 
hexetine and anethol, and being substantially oil free or substantially free 
of penetration inhibiting components, classified in class 514, subclass 553. 

III. Claims 15, 25, 28, 29 and 31, drawn to a method for locally treating 
pathogen-induced disordered tissue caused by at least one of a virus, 
bacteria or a fungus, comprising treatment with an anti-infective agent 
comprising at least one benzalkonium chloride compound having the 
following structure 



wherein R is an alkyi group having 8-18 
carbons, classified in class 424, subclass 70.28. 

IV. Claims 30 and 32-35, drawn to a method for treating pathogen disordered 
tissue caused by at least one of a virus, bacteria or a fungus, comprising 
treatment with an organohalide composition, classified in class 514, 
subclass 553.

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V. Claim 36, drawn to a metliod for locally treating pathogen-induced 

disordered tissue caused by a herpes virus comprising treatment treating 
pathogen disordered tissue caused by at least one of a virus, bacteria or a 
fungus, comprising treatment with an organohalide composition with , 
classified in class 514, subclass 934. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II, III, IV and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not 
overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one 
subcombination is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has 
separate utility such as a wound healing agent (see U.S. Patent No. 6,635,676, esp. 
Column 6 to column 7). See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and I and lll-V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
combination of group II requires that the method as claimed be substantially free of 
penetration inhibiting components/oil free. The subcombinations of groups I and lll-V 
are not required to be substantially oil free. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as emollient based quaternary ammonium compound. 
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Inventions III and I, II, IV and V are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
combination of group III requires that the method as claimed be limited to the chemical 
structure recited above. The subcombinations of groups I and lll-V are not limited and 
include at least one quaternary ammonium halide compound or an organo halide 
compound The subcombination has separate utility such as in hard surface cleaners. 

Inventions IV and I, II, III and V are related as mutually exclusive species in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05G)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful for neutralizing human waste as in U.S. 
Patent No. 5,008,098 and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there 
is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions V and l-IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
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particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination (group V 
invention) does not require the treatment of bacteria and fungi. The subcombination 
has separate utility such as treatment of a lesion caused by a herpes virus. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
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Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the Inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the Inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another Invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly
